MacMillan Chooses 


"A Weil-Balanced Diet 
Built Around Meats" 


Nothing developed on the trip to cause me to 


revise my idea about foods; which is that a well- 
balanced diet built around meats yields the best 
health, resulxs. 


On the way north we had fresh domestic meat 


from the supply taken aboard when we sailed. After 
we reached the North we relied upon the wild life of 
the region, using seal, walrus, caribou, muskox, 
Arctic hare, and many kinds of wild ducks. 


Every day we had fresh meat with plenty of fat 


at at least one meal and usually oftener when sup- 
plies -were plentiful, and every one came through the 
Cour months in excellent condition; in fact, most 
of the members of the party gained weight. 


While we often hear it claimed that eating too 


much meat is unfavorable to health, it is a fact 
that such ailments as gout, hardening of the 
arteries, and other disorders attributed to an ex- 
cess of meat eating are quite unknown to the Eskimos 
who eat nothing but meat. 


In my own experience I have never known anyone 


to.attempt to live in the Arctic on a vegetarian 
diet. On the other hand, every Arctic explorer now- 
adays relies upon the native fresh meat% as-a sure 
preventive of scurvy, a nnich dreaded nutritional 
disorder which was prevalent in earlier Arctic ex- 
perience times before we learned a lesson in diet 
from the Eskimo.

'} BALANCING THE SCALES. 


Final estimates by the Federal. Bureau o'f Crop 


Statistics of Nebraska's 19.25 corn'crop should prov 
most satisfying to the people of this- state. It re- 


, veals that Nebraska raised more corn by nearly 30,- 


000,000 bushels ihan a year ago—that the crop.w'as 
considerably above the 5-year average and more 
than 20,000,000 bushels greater than the fo-year av- 
erage. 


A yield of 231,582,000 bushels in 1925 definitely dis- 


poses of all argument as to Nebraska's position 
among the states In the corn belt. It will again take 
third place in the nation for corn production. Iowa 
and Illinois alone placed higher than this state. 


The figures offer plenty of reason for thankfulness 


at a season of the year when the mind naturally turns 
to such thoughts. 
The average yield for the entire 


state was 20 bushels to the acre, or 2 bushels 
to the acre than was secured a year ago and approx- 
imately the same as the 5 and 10-year averages. Bu' 
the bounteous corn crop in Nebraska is significant 
in other ways. The poorest corn in the state was in 
those counties in the central and v.-estern spctions 
The best corn was in the southeastern counties, par- 
ticularly along the Missouri river, Richardson county 
topping the HsUwPth a lemarkable average yield of 
44 bushels to the acre. 
Now the western and cen- 


tral portions of Nebraska 
harvested an unusually 


large wheat crop. There were many fields in Chey- 
enne, and Deuel counties which averaged from 35 ui 
to as high as 51 bushels to the acre. AVllpat hi tho 
central Nebraska counties was far better than usua' 
with fields making from '25 to 3o bushels to the 
acre. 
This ciop sold for an average of $^ a bu- 
It was an extremely profitable crop for those 


farmeis who had \\hoat and prosperity touched new 
marks in all that vast area to the west. 


Eastern counties had a poor -wheat crop. 


-Many of the fields ^inter-killed ^o badly that it was 
necessary to plow them up and to plant corn. It ".? 
a" peculiarly fortunate fact that in those counties 
where it was necessary to abandon more wheat, corn 
was an exceptionally fine 
crop, thus balancing up 


the scales. 


The fact Is significant because it reveals the ev- 


enness of Nelna.sKa agriculture. 
There are times 


when corn may prove somewhat disappointing:. YVheai 
generally makes up the lobset.. And then when wheat 
fails. c;n-n comes to the rescue. It was so a year ago 
because Nebraska laised an unusually large wheat 
crop in 1924 and less corn. There is no such thing 
as a complete crop failuie in this state. Other com- 
monwealths may ropoit the total loss of a. corn crop, 
and the wheat fields may fail, or both may be very 
poor. 
Kansas has had such an experience during 


the past summer when \\heat produced but half a. 
crop and corn was also disappointing. 
Oklahoma 


^ometimes sufieis a similar fate. 
There has been 


:but one growing season in the last twenty-five years 
in Nebraska when Nebraska failed to secure either 
•a good crop of wheat or a uood crop of corn. 
' A recognition of the favored conditions in this 
state should be the occasion for thankfulness.

VON RICHTHOFEN. 


The floral tributes from the British and American 


air service officers in Berlin.to Baron Manfred von 
Rlchthofen, • Germany's foremost World war 
flying 


ace, bore this Inscription: 


"To our opponent, but also our comrade." 
Sercn years of sober Introspection has cleared the 


eyes of Allies in the late war for proper recognition 
of the fact that many a gallant and chivalrous op- 
ponent carried the colors 
of the Imperial German 


empire. The most heroic of them iras von Rlchthofen. 
There was the sportsman's chance in much that lie 
did. 
As the commander of the "flying circus" he 


made himself a special target for all of the allied 
airmen and anti-aircraft gunners "by usiog a plane ' 
painted a vivid red. They were a dashing- group— 
those knights ot the air and they took frightful 
chances in flirting- with fate. Even in the grim bus- / 
iness in which they were engaged, they steadfastly 
maintained a certain code of honor, invoking gener- 
osity toward a disabled opponent on many occasions. 
But this struggle for the mastery of the skies vras 
a sordid piece of business at the best. 


Von Richthofen wrote: 
"There is no " room for 


'soft- methods' In air fighting. 
Airmen cannot be 


governed by regard for anvthing but victor}'- Abova 
all, they must not indulge in sentimentality. To do 
so with an enemy's 
frun blazing 
a\vay at "you at 


close range might cost you your life." 


Those who fought in the air knew the truth of von 


Richthofen's philosophy. He fought as he wrote and 
so successfully that he was credited with bringing 
down' eighty enemy planes. 
But there were times 


when this blue-eyed, 
fair-haired German airman 


aughed at the rules of the game and spared an an- 
tagonist who- he had at his mercy. 


When he finally fell, whether from the bullets of 


an air rival or from aircraft batteries on the ground 
will never be known, the German general staff issued 
this bulletin: 


"Elttmeister Baron von Richthofen 
htis not re- 


;urned from pursuit.of the enemy. He has fallen 
The army has lost its generally admired hero, 'tliP 
scouts their irresistible and beloved leader. He re-^ 
mains the hero of the German people for whom he' 
ought." 


That was a prophetic utterance. 
His funeral at- 


tracted representatives of 100 different veteran or- 
ganizations in Germany. It was attended by J*resi- 
dent von Hmdenburg and all of the German general 


taff. 
Thousands thronged the streets along -which 


us body passed and the ceremonies at the ?:rave were 
most impressive.

people were not showing von Richthofen this honor 
because he killed eighty Allied airmen.

.ngr. Vaccination is a. slight wound and can be Infected as caji any other 
ivound on the body, if it is not properly protected against contamination. 


One of the accepted methods of treating is the covering of the wound 


with six or eight layers of sterile gauze loosely strapped on. This gauze 
should be of sufficient size to prevent the adhesive tape from covering 
any part of'the area of the 'inflamed skin.

Seven years of sober in trospection haa cleared the 
eyes of Allies in the late w ar for proper recogn ition 
of the fact th a t m an y a g allan t an d chl\-alrous o p ­ 
pon en t carried the colors 
of the imperial G erm an 
empire. T he most heroic of them w aa von Richthofen . 
There was the sportsm an 's chan ce. In much th a t he 
d id . 
As the com m an d er of the "flyin g circus” he 
mad e himself a special ta ig e t for all of the allteil 
airm en an d an ti-a irc ra ft gun n ers by usin g a plan e 
pain ted a vivid red . 
They were a d ashin g group— 
those kn ights of the air an d they took frightful 
chan ces in flirtin g w ith fate. 
Even in the grim bus- / 
In ess in Avhlch they were en gaged , they stead fastly 
m ain tain ed a certain cod e of hon or, tn Asakln g gen er- 
« .Aslty tow ard a d isabled oppon en t on m an y occasion s. 
But thl.s struggle for the m astery of the skies w as 
a .sord id piece of busin ess a t the be.st. 
Von Richthofen w rote:
